” The Philosopher's Stone. 


A Talk from Newcastle, by E. J. Williams, B.Sc. 


HIE science of chemistry dates buck anly 

to the seventeenth century, but as an 
fart it wae pmtited thousands of yeare before 
the Christian era. Tt is no part of my parpose 
to trace the growth of the art into the science, 
but merely to take a brief glinipre at ane phase 
in its dovelopment—the phase of experimental 
alchemy’ 

‘Roger Bacon, one of the greatest of the 
alchemists, defines alchemy as follows: ‘Al 
chimy ix x science teaching how to, transforme 
any kind of metall info another: and that by 
f proper medicine, as it appeareth ly many 
Philosophers’ Bookes. Alchimy, therefore, is 
science teaching how to make and compound a 
certaine medicine, which i called Ehxir, the 
‘which when it is eaet upon mottals or imperfect 
hodies, doth fully perfect them in the yerie 
projection 


‘Turning Lead into Gold, 


Tho possibility of the transformation, or 
teansmnatation, of the metals into one another 
hand its yerm in the oldest systems of philouaphy 
Gupidity and love of wealth have ever been 
present in the human breast, so that it was but 
natural that the transmutation whose accom: 
plishanent was most sought after was that of the 
base metals, suck as lead, into the noble silver 
and gold, ‘The Philosopher's Stone was the 
agency by means of which the transformation 
was to bre effected, It was supposed of old 
that metals wore generated within the earth, a8 
animals and plants were generated on ‘ite 
marface, and that. something akin to % seed 
‘was needed to initinto their formation, Tho 
great problem of alchemy was to discover this 
fecunduting substance. 

Varied deseriptions of tho” Philosopher's 
Stone are Found in the literature of alchemy” 
Since the substance was as mythical as the sea. 
serpent, we might expect the same divergence 
‘of description as wo eet in the cnse of the latter, 
‘The Stone was most conmmnonly described 8 & 
red powder, but occasionally two varieties wer 
distinguished—a white one for transiting im- 

nto ailver, and a red one

Whereas, a lar of alchemists wero 
undoubtedly genuine and earnest seekers after 
trath, the idea of the Philosopher's Stone 
naturally lent itself to imposture, "The Philoso- 
her's Stone was the " gold brick or “xalted 
mine" of the Middle Ages, Small wonder 
that monarchs with depleted treasuries were 
fccustomed to keep tame alchemists, jost as 
they kept court jesten 


“Delivering the Goods."* 
Hope deferred maketh the heart sick,” and 
‘ultimately the alchemists were called upon to 
deliver the woods, Oue such alchemiat actually 
macs mercury from Jead and then gold from 
meroury. ‘To Aseeption, his doubling 
patrons provided him with the lend and with 
the furnace in which it was to be melted, but 
thoy afterwards found theie donbls were not 
unwarranted, discovering that the mereury 
had been cancealed in & pocket and the gold in 
his. shove

results, though not as regards ita pro- 
fossed objects, Many new substances 
and new methods of preparing previously 
known substances were discovered by the 
alohemiste in the couse of their work,

A Talk from Cardiff, by E. W. Allsopp. 


HILE there i no dowbt that bil hn 

teen associated with mankind. from 
very early days, yet, 30 far as canaries aro com 
cenued, we have but little retiable information 
other ‘than that attaching to the Fem 
weavers who settled in Spitalfields come few 

Students of history will remember that thes 
weavers fed from the persecution af the Duke 
of Alva, bringing with them not only the art af 
‘weaving, but alan their canaries : for it appears 
that the arts of weaving and the breeding of 
canaries had long been arsocinted, 

Tater, the Flemish weavers settled in tho ety 
‘of Norwich, and that is how this city became 
famous for eanaries ; for with the dev 
‘and spread of the “weaving the 
canaries spread also—a fame that has not 
perished with the haned-loom and home work 
for to-day the old city is still famous for its 


Spring and Autumn Visto 
Texpect that many people are under the 
impression that their canaries with the clear 
yellow or buff coloured plumage, free from any 
dark patches or markings, are brothers, as it 
‘were, of the brethren in a state of nature; b 
that is not 50, 

The canary bird 

which our several varieties are descended, are 
‘accidental spring and autumn visitors to 
British Tales. 

Their home is mainly in the Canary Talants 
Madeira, and the Azores, and, broadly »peakin 
in appearance they are as insignifieant. ax our 
country-bred sparrow. Not that I will ascert 
that our country friend is not beautiful in his 
lovely shades of autumn browns ;- but. T mean 
that in na degree does he appear related to your 


own pet, or to any af the wagnificent exhibition 
specimens 
"To-day, it is possible to purchase a canary 


cither « rich lear yellow in plumage or wholly 
fgreen, & chaste white, oF a lovely rich cinnamon 
spice shade, To these, breeders hope to add 
Some blacks and some charming blues. 


Keep Him Ceol, 

The general management needed to preserve 
eanaries in health and song necessitates w few 
Simple and vet imperative rules. 

Probably a bright cheerfulsituation dominates 
the ‘whole scheme, and a freedony from well- 
meaning, but ill-conceived, regard is, perhaps, 
the feature that needs particular mention: for 
there a no doubt that a lot of folk mean wel 
Tue really do very badly, 

For example, during a spell of very hot 
swather we parrots 
fund. other eage cout of doors in & 
toiling sunshine without the-liast. protection 

‘Ourcanary bird isn trie finch, and, i common 
with other species, ina lover of the shady groves 
Trig the heat of the day. feeding during the 
‘early morning and Inte at eventide, and is not 
teiven to aceking the higher atmiogphere, 

Hang your canary outside if you choose, but 
pleaco da not rik hin very life by hanging him in 
the dieeet sunshine of summer. 

TF convenient, & cold room should be chosen 
in which to keep your canary, and by this I 
hen & room that seldom needs @ fire or arti- 
ficial heat. 

Canarica. will stand cold very: well—and 
will even ting and be happy in w temperature 
that keeps their drinking-water frozen—pro- 
viding the temperature remains constant ; but 
they, will not stand for long: the room that is 
hot during the day and cold during the night. So 


the kitchen is not a suitable room, and Tam sure 
if you try, vou can find a better place for Dicky 
No! please do not hang him in the wi 
of the sitting or oceasional room, for what ar 
more draughty than most window: 
Hung upon the wall, facing the window and 
out of reach of the eat, will suit very nicely 


particulasly if the eaye be of the box put 
that ig, open only iu the front, and not 
tho sual all-wire cage, which exposes. the 
‘occupants to draughts from all directions 


To Prevent Sore Feet. 

Strict cleanliness of the cage and its fittings, 
such as the perches at food vestel, is of coun 
imperative to well-being, and ifthe perches are 
the Kind usually supplied with the eageay th 
round, amooth and hardly thicker than & pene 
tort, then cast them out 

Instead, substitute perches made from any 
soft white wood, aud planed to about halts 
inch aquare, with jst the keen edgen or corners 
taken off. ‘Thete ‘are much more comfortable 

rip, and area guarantee against sore fet, an 
en that ‘often prevents ew singing Do 
tot be tempted ta sandpaper the perches just 
to make them look lee; for a rather roUsh 
finde from the plane ix dein 

‘Old age, as Usual, cldom arrives unaccon 
panied, andl sooner or later the upper mani 
OF the beak and. the toe-nalle Peeote over 
frown, becoming a menace to the health and 
Stfety of Dicky.

HE history of Patent Laws ix said to hav 
nun ia the rin of Edward TI, and 
he sot two ria and two aldermen 0 epost 
cis the prospect of dacovering the Philosopher's 
one. "The tears solemnly. reported that 
they thought there was a very: aod prospet 
ft doing oy and. tho ‘King dimetly granted 
Letters Patent under the Great Seal, not to 
the two friars, but tothe two aldermen. 

The earliest form af these grants of pris 
ss to have. been that of exclusives 
ducting. new trades. or dealing in objects 
commoree hitherto. unknown, and the pr 
Toantive was, apporenily, bred i most case as 
means ofa money. 

Rewarding Favours

Without knowing it, we are passing, through 
‘a revolution at the present time, I unge every 


body to study tho history of England for the 
thirty years that succeeded Waterloo in 18 
Remember that after twenty years of war, with 
four backs to tho wall against all Europe, we 
Ihad thirty dreary year to pet back 10. peace 
and prosperity, and we shotld not have de 

it thon but for invention. It was the. de 
‘yelopment of Watt and Stephenson's locomotive 
engine wedded to an iron rail which helped 
forward our prosperity ly leape and. bounds 
Other Isboursaving machinery followed —we 
mad for the rest of the world. Why, when 1 
was a boy, on the Continent I never ssw any 
other engines but those of British make, whilst 
‘another British firm built all the railways simply 
becatiso no one else knew hovr to do it or had 
the capital. 


A Long Felt Want. 
We must find an invention of similar useful- 
ness to help us now. How is it to be done? I 
will tell you. ‘The association known as the 
Institute of Patenteea comer into being at the 
‘opportune moment. It fills a place which has 
never been filled before, Tt is of the greatest 
Assistance to inventors. Tt will assist) trade 
‘and commerce. Tt is destined ta lubricate the
